and joyned with us, and then we were about 1200 Horſe, and 1500 Foot, and 
ſo we Marched toward Newtoun- Butler, where at the ſteep Hill on this fide of 
the Town, the Enemy had p. ſted themſelves very advantageouſly, and kept 
the place about Fal an hour, Firing-moſt-deſperarly at our Men, but they 
are the worſt Markſ-men in the World, for not one Man of ours was touched, 
but of their Men we Killed about half a ſcore? and than they retired.in-ve 
good order through Newtonnt Butler, (having ſet᷑ ht Tower and all the Houſes 
about on Fireetore-), and our Men: pu:ſued them to another ſtꝭep Hill, be- 
yond. Nemtauns where they had their Cannon placed,” and then they all faced, 
about upon our Men, having :ſeven Gannon- placed upon the Hill above the. 
Road, and a;great Bogg onveach:ſide ; that no Horſe could paſs; bur our 
General, Colonel Wolſlcy (who was up to the Elbows in Blood, he likes 
us, and we like him very well) ſent a Detachment of Foot through the 
Boggs on each fide of the Road, and they played with . their Cannon and
